Individual buyers will pay $3.95 a 
package postpaid to the receiver in 
Europe, but quantity lots may be de- 
livered prepaid to a European point 
only, for delivery by a recognized 
charitable or relief agency in lots of 
25 to 99 for $3.65, and in lots of 100 
or over for $3.50.
